Although he doesn’t dwell on the gory details, 
Downing’s descriptions of the battlefield are so 
evocative that you can almost smell the cordite 
and hear the screams of the wounded. His tale 
begins in Fleurbaix, the AIF’s first big battle in 
France, which saw Australia lose a 
staggering 5,533 men in the space of a 
few days, and progresses through to 
the eventual Allied victory.

hisky was born as a medicinal, said to 

have come to Northern Europe via con- 

tact with the Arabs during the great 
crusades. Until the eighteenth century it was 
known as “aqua vitae” in Latin, “Uisge Beatha” 
in Gaelic, and over time evolved to the name 
“sky”. Usky... it sounds like a cross between a 
Highland Chief shaking his beard and a frisky 
hussy. Perhaps the golden stuff is relevant to 
both. Whisky had the job of firing the bodies of 


ncent Scots who braved the winter bare- 


legged, with nothing but a strip of tartan and 
the firing desires of their women. Celtic 
Scotland was sensible about love and romance, 
there was no such thing as formal marriage and 


offspring were charges of the clan. Seduction, 


Scottish style, was a mixture of song and drink. 
The drink of course being Uisge Beatha. Yet 
again the sacred dram was granted extraordinary 
powers of potency. There is an old Gaelic toast 
to malt whisky that gets right to the point: 
“You are the prowler of the night to the beds 
of virgins, oh Gods, what powers you have to 
gain kindnesses from girls.” 

These days a lass might respond less to a 
grizzled boozy prowlin’ kiss and more to the 
tale of whisky itself, Pull up a bar stool and 
give her this potted history as you smugly order 
two aromatic single malts. The history of 
Scottish whisky is a ripping yarn, The British 
tried to tax it, then outlaw It, but still it flowed 
in secret stills and craggy hills. In 1781, private 
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Scots, has always been much more than just a drink so pull 
relax and enjoy this potted history of aromatic single malts 


distilling was made illegal and this led the 
highland bootleggers to set up their stills in 
more and more inhospitable locales. Early dis- 
tilleries were built on unpopulated glens, the 
shores of remote lochs out of sight of the 
gauger’s eye. There's a certain poetic justice to 
these covert operations setting up in such aus 
tere isolation, They went on to produce some of 
the finest whisky in the world. During the 
whisky boom of the 1880s, some of the finest 
distilleries were established and the world got 
a taste for the “wee goldie”. The stuff made fo! 
export though was a little different from the 
Mine single malts the locals drank and that con 


noisseurs prefer now. “Scotch” - a blend of silt 


gle me . : 
ge matts and neutral, unmalted grain whisky, 


developed for the cautious palates of 
sin and beyond. It was blended Scotch that 
tt Fitzgerald and other great lushes of the 
entieth century were downing as they 
anged the face of language as we know it. 
*rohibition hardly dinted whisky production in 
scotland. In the years between 1920 and 1932, 
whisky companies appointed agents in the 
Canbbean where barrels and bottles were smug- 
gled into America. The operation was large. The 
French colonies of St Pierre and Miquelon 
imported 539,000 litres of whisky in 1922. 
Most of the whisky that found its way to the US 
Was Cut or diluted in some way and by conse- 
quence the strongly flavoured malts of 
Cambeltown were preferred because they went 
Further. Over the decades that followed, word of 
the single malts grew but few had a chance to 
taste them outside of Scotland itself. It 
Wasnt until 1963 that the single malt went 
global and the world got to taste the true com- 
plexity of great whisky. 

If you are out of breath at this point of the 
Story, take a chance to lift your heavy cut crys- 
tal whisky glass and gaze into the eyes of your 
enchanted prey. “Single malt,” you might 
remark huskily, “is single minded, comme moi 
bebe”. We resume our tale. 

The “good stuff’ was brought back by 
Glenfiddich, the legendary distillery established 
Gn Speyside, Scottish Highlands in 1887. The 
Tesponse was intense and today single malts are 
Understood as “the Real McCoy”, a distillation 
of laborious process and pristine geography. 
Basically it’s rural Scotland in a glass. And each 
Glass reflects its roots. The single malt builds 
its flavour on specific geographic and physical 
) conditions - on the temperature of fresh flow- 
ing river water, on the smoke of burning peat, 
"on the rich earth where the barley grows, on 
the location of the still (near the sea or in the 
hheathered highlands) and even the season in 
Which the whisky is put to barrel. Malts are the 
Equivalent of single vineyard wines. Regional 
Wifferences permeate each droplet. An Islay 


malt has a distinct saltiness from the proximity 
to the sea, Highland malts hint at heather, 
Lowland malts are mellow and Speyside malts, 
such as The Balvenie and Glenfiddich, show a 
refined delicacy. 

The longer a single malt is in the barrel, the 
darker and richer it becomes. 

Glenfiddich Ancient Reserve is a single malt 
aged for 18 years in oak before bottling. A skill- 
ful marriage of whiskies aged in Oloroso sherry 
casks with whiskies aged in traditional oak 
results in a smooth, full-bodied dram whose 
masculine oak is underscored by sweet honeyed 
tones of sherry. Beneath that are notes of 
leather, spice, nuts and peat smoke. The taste 
is long and round with an elegant finish. It’s 
suave stuff and so are the younger ones. The 
Solera Reserve, aged for 15 years, is created 
according to the Spanish Solera system where 
sherry barrels are stacked vertically according 
to age (or vintage). The Grants’ adaptation of 
the system involves ageing malt in European 
and American oak as well as old sherry butts, 
for no less than 15 years, and blending them 
at maturation in a Solera vat. This vat is never 
less than half full, so the process is complex, 
as is the taste with notes of rosemary, laven- 
der, honeyed sweetness and (some say) a dis- 
tinct undercurrent of wet river stones. 

In the words of the great master himself - 
Robbie Burns - “freedom and whisky gang the- 
gither!” The freedom of poetry, the freedom to 
roam from hill to hill and wench to wench, and 
the freedom of a great deal of cool, bracing 
wind beneath your kilt. The romance of single 


malts is built on a tumultuous history and a 
mass of contradictions. The stuff comes from 
rugged highlands famous for tribal warfare but 
is redolent with almost pretty flavours of 
heather and honey. The taste heats the 
senses but cools the tongue, inspiring 
famously smooth loquacity (Scotland’s great- 
est poets have attested to this!). The image 
is one of a man’s man’s drink, all rugged and 
fierce, but women... well, how is that bar 
room chat-up going?

t's not yet 7am and the glare of the sun is 
unbearable. The phrase “hotter than hell” 
comes to mind as I stumble from the 
sweltering bus. My left ankle has a 
padlocked chain around it and I’m shackled 
to four other women. 

The warning “don’t mess with the critters out 
there” rings in my already burning ears. The crit- 
ters, according to my shotgun-toting female 
mountain of a guard, Kelly Sunday, are rattle- 
snakes and tarantula spiders. 

I'm dressed in ill-fitting prison stripes and a

filthy baseball cap with the words Chain Gang 
stamped across the front sitson my head. Around 
my waist isa water canister—the only concession 
to humanity on thissick exercise to show the good 
folk of Phoenix, Arizona, that crime doesn’t pay. 

My 14 new friends on this draconian jaunt into 
the desert are all inmates at the local jail. While 
serving their time —under Dickensian conditions 
in old army tents adjoining a stinking waste dis- 
posal plant, the local rubbish tip, and the dog 
pound — these young women have dared to step 


out of line. 

Their misdemeanours are varied. Some were 
caught with cigarettes, while others dared to 
chat-up a male prisoner through the corrugated 
fence that separates the men from the women 
in the Tent City jails. Several had no idea what 
they had done to deserve being put on a chain

gang and made to work under almost intolera- 
ble conditions. 

Ruby Wax had TV viewers screeching with 
laughter as she joined the Maricopa County jail’s 
female chain gang. She turned up her nose at the 
practically inedible, green, processed-meat sand- 
wiches, rattled the chain around her leg and 
laughed and joked at the expense of the mon- 
strously large female guards. 

Ruby, I came to believe as the day wore on, had 


the right idea. If you didn’t laugh, you’d cry at the 
conditions these girls labour under. 


So instead of making my 


escape to call Amnesty 
International, I found myself 
sniggering behind the 


guard’s backs. They looked 
like something large and 
nasty from Return OfThe Jedi. ¥ % 
Detention officer Sunday — YeaS 
who should be locked up her- \\ 
self for looking so scary - Qi ™ 
quickly became “Sunday, Bloody td Y 
Sunday”. I got tips from the girls on Y 
how to make hooch, the foul-tasting 
illegal brew created from mouldy fruit, 
bread and water. And, I was reliably 
informed, if you're really desperate fora cigarette 
(completely banned under the “get tough” rules 
at the jail) smoking a bit of rotting potato peel 
gives you a buzz. 

Then there’s the Blind Date-style excitement 
of chatting up unseen male prisoners on the other 
side of the steel fence. The height of romance is 
receiving a letter tied to a rock, lobbed over the 
barbed wire from an unknown admirer, 

If you should get overexcited, grunt, groan, and 
talk dirty through the fence then you area “fence 
ho”, A “ho” is prison slang for whore, which isn't 
particularly insulting when you consider that 
many of the women are inside for prostitution, 

You can also flirt with the hunky but brainless 
male guards, It’s often 45 degrees Celsius in the

Inmates. From there you graduate 
to the chain gang. 

Technically inmates volunteer to join 
the gang. They have to sign a special form saying 
they want to spend 30 days in the blazing sun pick 
ing up litter, painting road kerbs, weeding 
flowerbeds, and burying the poor. 

Of course, once on the chain gang you cant 
change your mind and optout, Andifyoushould 
: shock, horror accidentally swear while work 
ing Orsnap at your shackled friends, then you will 
be sentenced to another 20 days orsoon the gang, 

some inmates really do volunteer to join the 
chain gang, so they can get away from the stink 
Ing dormitory-style tents, where it’s too hot and 
too smelly to sleep with 20-odd restless souls. 
Instead youre assigned an eight-foot by r0-foot 
cell inside to share with two other girls. 

Having spent an afternoon touring the Tenko 


tents — last used by the Yanks in the Korean War 
and complete with tropical mosquito netting —I 
had to agree with my chain gang mates that it was 


My day on the the chain gang began at 5am 
when I was handed a grubby black and white 
striped top, matching baggy trousers, a pair of 
dusty hobnail boots and some prison pink socks. 

All white underwear is dyed pink to discour- 
age theft, but these days there’s a mint to be made 


~ 


from stolen prison stripes and the “sraduation 
certificates handed out to those completing their 


30 days on the chain gang. 


Since Sheriff Joe Arpaio became a media junkie 
and started shooting his mouth off on TV about 
crime and punishment, yuppies have offered up 


to $A1,500 for a certificate and 
some jail garb. 

The self-styled “toughest 
sheriff in America” hands out 
badges, autographed pink 
underpants, and posters blow 
ing his own trumpet willy-nilly. 
He signed two of his campaign 
placards for me. I plan to use 
them as dartboards. 

I must admit I laughed my 
head off when half the chain 
gang told me they would be 
flogging off their graduation 
certificates the moment they 
got out of jail. 

Sheriff Arpaio believes jail 


“A lot of the stuff we 
do is pointless” 


shouldn't be a holiday camp, whichis all very well. 
But in his complex of four overflowing jails and 
Tent City annexes, the prisoners don’t seem to 
have done that much wrong. 

Real criminals, ie: anyone sentenced to more 
than one year in prison, go to a bigger jail up the 
road that doesn’t come under his jurisdiction. He 
gets the burglars, the shoplifters, the drunks, and 
the counterfeiters. 

He’s quick to point out that many of his 
inmates have violated their probation from the 
big prison. They’ve been freed but, like Pamela 
Anderson’s troubled husband Tommy Lee, they 
have to stay drink and drug-free for five years or 
so as part of their ongoing punishment. 

So on my chain gang I had no murderers, no 
armed robbers, and no violent | 


assailants. Marlo Upton, the 
queen of forged five-dollar 
notes, violated her probation by 
fraternising with a known crim 
inal, Her boyfriend, 

So, although | set off on the 
chain gang with some trepida 
tion, | quickly felt at home 
Initially, stripped of my identity, 


my mobile phone, cash and | 


credit cards, I felt very vulnera 
ble. Everyone stared sullenly 
apart from Lisa Lamphier, a 
crack cocaine addict who 
instantly became my best friend 
by showing me the ropes. 


he chain gang 
stood silently, 
heads bowed, 


as the names of the 
dead they were 
about to bury were 
read out. Suddenly, 
there was a blood- 
curdling scream and 
21-year-old Sharon 
Farnsworth, 
manacled by her 

left ankle to four 
other women, 
stumbled and all 
but fell into the 
freshly-dug grave. 
“My God,” she 
sobbed. “That's my 
father.” Even the 
prison guards were 
shocked, hurrying 
over to undo her 
chains. 

Three weeks later, 
Sharon, who has the 
baby-faced looks of 
a teenager (but is 
actually mother to a 
three-year-old boy), 
is still trying to 
come to terms with 
her grief and the 
horrific events 
surrounding her 58- 
year-old father, 
Edward Droptijck's 
burial. 

“Obviously I didn’t 
expect to bury my 
father, When his 
name was read out | 
thought I was going 
to die too, 

“I suppose | at 
least managed to 
say goodbye to him 
but it's so terrible 
I'm not sure I will 
ever recover. 
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“Ym in jail until 
September and I'll 
just have to get on 
with it until then. 
I'll have my nervous 
breakdown when I 
get out.” 
Sentenced to six 
months for 
assisting a burglary, 
Sharon is the first 
to admit she fell 
into the wrong 
crowd in her teens. 
“Td been smoking 
dope, I was 
desperate for 
money and I joined 
some guys burgling 
a house. What can I 
say?” 
However, Sheriff 
Arpaio refuses to be 
moved. “I don't let 
inmates out for 
family funerals. The 
idea of burying the 
poor is te teach 
them a lesson. The 
Farnsworth girl was 
luckier than most. 
She was shocked 
but she got to say 
goodbye to her 
father,“ 
Arpaio is seemingly 
just as unconcerned 
about the welfare of 
his inmates. 
“Amnesty 
International came 
here to look at my 
jails, They didn't 
like it but they 
can't tell me what 
to do, I told them 
to get back to 
Britain and, funnily 
enough, they 
disappeared.”

She showed me how to do all sorts of military 
manoeuvres and how to march almost in step as 
Scary Sunday and her mountainous mate Virginia 
Collins barked orders as we left the cells. 

Down the corridor we marched — I felt like 
Corporal Jones in Dad’s Army — missing every 
other beat. Lisa, a 25-year-old mother of two with 
a passing resemblance to Fergie, whispered that 
it was okay to hold onto the belt of the person in 
front to get the rhythm right. 

Then it was time for the chains to go on. The 
15 of us were split into three groups and shack- 
led five to a chain. The chain didn’t look that 
strong and the padlocks were the sort you’d use 
to secure a garden shed. However, the guards have 
shotguns and stun devices so it probably would- 

n't be a good idea to try and escape, 

Clanking our chains, we scrambled onto the 
minibus and, with Sunday attempting to get a 
singsong going, we set off for the 
village of Cave Creek, a 45- , 
minute drive away. 

The sheriff told me he 
likes to have his chain 
gang working in the 
centre of Phoenix to 
set an example to 
anyone planning a life 
of crime. There’s also the 
freak-show spectacle of 
chicks in chains and he 
wants prisoners to be 
laughed at by the public,

In the heat, the inmates think 
nothing of flashing their assets 
to the guys in the watch tower 
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But as we pass Carefree Highway and Happy 
Valley Road it becomes clear we're off on a big 
adventure. It turns out a retired prison officerruns 
a bar and has a big fireworks party for American 
Independence Day. Last time the cacti and sur- 
rounding shrubbery caught fire, so he’s enlisted 
the chain gang to clear the weeds and rubbish. 

The place is practically spotless — the male 
chain gangs have been here before. We shovel, 
dig, and generally kick weeds out of the ground. 
As we clank around in our chains we tread all the 
weeds back into the ground. 

Imention that the weeds will grow back in the 
two weeks before July 4. Chain-smoking officer 
Collins —who is killing nicotine-addicted prosti- 
tute Sharon Peters by puffing around her—shoots 
me a filthy look. Lisa shrugs and tells me, “A lot 
of the stuff we do is pointless.” 

So we shuffle around for the 

next couple of hours as the heat 

rises to 42 degrees. We don't have 

enough gardening tools between 

us and there’s no 

——— litter to pick up. 

And obviously 

l'm now in trouble for point 

ing out the obvious and causing 

the other inmates to complain 

about appaling conditions and 
silly jobs.

Sunday under my breath. 

Sunday has heard all this and glee- 
fully approaches with one of her 
unchained helpers — a tattooed junkie 
called Daisy who has graduated from the 
gang to becoming a trustee who travels 
with them to sort out minor problems, 

Daisy is lugging a rucksack ful] of water. 

“This,” Sunday triumphantly crows, 

“is the water bag. It weighs between 12 and 14 kilo- 
grams and anyone in trouble wears it as they work 
for 10 days.” 

Daisy straps it to my back, and it’s so heavy 
that I drop my rake, “Pick that up,” Sunday barks, 
I try, and all but topple over. I stick this medieval 
punishment for 10 minutes and whinge that | 
might faint in a minute. This is a trick the other 
girls have taught me. 


Sunday relents. After all, I’m not a real crimi 
nal. We all stop for a water break. The filthy can 
isters are filled from the tap in the cells and the 
water tastes, well, filthy. But we’re in the desert 
So, therefore, we're allowed to drink. We're also 
ordered to cover ourselves in jail issue factor 15 
sunscreen before we leave the bus. 

But there’s no topping up on the sunscreen 
during the four hours the chain gang spends in 


the heat. The sweat pours off you, your nose and | 


the back of your neck fry, and every bone in your 
body aches. 

There are injuries too. Deidra Swain, 
a boyish-looking car thief who has just 
celebrated her 2oth birthday on the 
chain gang — just like her rgth the 
year before—trips over and falls into 
a cactus bush. 

She screams in agony and rolls 
around on the ground as Officer Collins 
pulls out the spikes with what looks like 
a small pair of pliers. 

My own injury happened within seconds of 
getting out of the minibus. As we scrambled up 
some rocks, I felt an awful twang in my left ankle 
and screamed. So did the prostitute, Kasi Cooper, 
behind me. 

It turned out our chain had got stuck under a 
rock. Marlo, who was leading the way, screamed 
at Kasi for being stupid. Our left ankles were now 


feeling delicate after being twisted the wrong way. 


I then spent two hours watching Marlo and 
Kasi snipe at each other, However, it was all pretty 
subdued, as one step out of line and they'd both 
be wearing a water bag for 10 days, 

Finally, at 9am as the sun became completely 
unbearable, we were allowed back down the hill 
for a loo break, Every girl took their turn clam 
bering into a vile port-a-loo with three foot or so 
of chain attached to their ankle while the others 
waited patiently outside.

After my turn, I yanked open the 
lock and discovered I couldn't get out 
of the door. Deeply embarrassed, 
Jf | banged on the door and everyone 
sniggered nervously outside.

It was her idea of a little joke, proving, 
one assumes, that she quite liked me after all. 

That done, I decided it would bea good idea to 
make my excuses and escape. Officer Collins 
wanted to know why I didn’t hang on for the 
appetising lunch of green-boloney sandwiches. 
Boloney issome kind of man-made meat left over 
from World War II, so I declared I was a vegetar- 
ian and got myself unchained. 

After hugging my new friends and respectfully 
shaking the giant hands of officers Sunday and 
Collins, I announced I was exhausted and going 
for a shower anda sleep at my hotel. 

Deidra looked longingly. “You’re so lucky. 
You've never slept on our beds. It’s impossible.” 

She’s right. They still had two hours more of 
work ahead of them, a long drive back to the jail, 
and no chance of a cigarette, a coffee, an edible 
meal or even a shower upon their return. 

Sheriff Arpaio was elected in 1993 on the 
promise that he’d take away all so-called inmate 
privileges. In the six years since, he’s taken away 
every aspect of normality. 

Prisoners are treated worse than animals. The 
sheriff boasts he spends just go cents per day on 
feeding each prisoner, while it costs him $2.10 to 
feed each of the jail’s dogs. And, what’s worse, he 
makes a profit by charging each pris- 
oner $1 per day to eat the inedible. 

There’sno such thing as settling 

in to watch TV in the evenings 
either, Arpaio presents them with 
what he calls the Bedtime Story —a 
personalised video rant from 
him, followed by a kiddie film 
or the deeply boring TV 
Weather Channel. 
The sheriff's overflowing 


jails hold 7,200 prisoners and he’s building 
another one based on an experiment abandoned 
by the British in Ireland in 1798, Apparently it will 
make Alcatraz look like a holiday camp, and he 
seems to find that funny.

ive a schoolboy a clout around the ear and tell him 
to recount all he knows about Norway — then 
stand back as the slobbering urchin dribbles on 
about Vikings, longboats, and other important 
things that have been beaten into him at school.

What's it like having to share a dressing-room with three blokes? 

Well, we're not really bothered by nudity. With the guys it’s like being 
married — sometimes we love each other, sometimes we hate each other 
and sometimes I find them attractive and sometimes they find me 
attractive.

The range of James Bond-style options open 
to prying bosses is vast. Pinhole cameras and tiny 
recording devices can be secretly installed at 
desks, in tearooms, and in toilet cubicles. E-mails, 
details of Internet usage, and voicemails are all 
Stored away for easy scrutiny, and staff at major 
corporations like Nestlé and SmithKline 
Beecham even have to wear smart badges which 
monitor their movements around sites. Also, 
more and more employers are fitting satellite 
tracking devices to company vehicles to check 
that your sales conference in Adelaide isn’t 
actually a dirty weekend in the Barossa Valley. 

If that isn’t bad enough, don’t be fooled into 
thinking you can rely on your fellow workers for 
solidarity. With job insecurity so high, many 
employees think the key to survival is to crush 
the will of their colleagues. According to 
research published in January by 
the Andrea Adams Trust, a 
staggering 93 per cent of British 
workers say bullying goes on in 
their company. 

Most of the Big Brother-style 
policies are winging their way over 
there from the States. In 1986, only 
20 per cent of American firms had 
drug-testing policies; today more 
than 70 per cent do. In Australia, about five per 
cent of workers face testing, but that figure is 
growing steadily, even though the techniques are 
often crude and inaccurate. Medical experts have 
discovered that false positives can be caused by 
hundreds of foods and prescription drugs, 
including poppy seeds, tonic water, asthma 
inhalers, ibuprofen or cold and flu medicines, 

Take the case of John Kinnie, a Ford worker 
from Arizona, who was sacked in 1998 when a 
random drug test apparently showed that he was 
using speed. In fact it was his bronchitis 
medicine which produced the false result, but 
nearly two years on, he has stil] not been given 
compensation or reinstated.

And there are even more alarming 
developments to come. A growing number of 
American companies are introducing genetic 
Screening to weed out potential recruits deemed 
at risk of diseases which they may — or may not— 
contract in the future. And modern employers 
are not just interested in what their staff get up to 
in and out of the office, they also want to get 
inside their heads to see what they feel. The latest 
craze in recruitment is the EQ — emotional 
quotient — test. As well as having the 
qualifications to do the job, workers are tested for 
skills such as empathy, graciousness, and the 
ability to read a social situation.

Allcock is certain that EQ 
testing, surveillance and all the 
other new management 


organisations have had it all their own way, but 
now workers are starting to realise that their 
knowledge gives them power, Employers are not 
going to give up without a fight, and if that 
means making life hell for their workers, so be 
it.” There’s no doubt the future looks grim — but 
fortunately there are ways to make sure you're 
the one who stays to pick up a promotion when 
it’s time for the office staff cull.

pittance and stole all his savings. Eighty-year- 
old Bawden had happily worked 
for wealthy Oxfordshire, UK, 
farmer Joe Hillier since 1932, but 
when his boss died in 1991, the 
estate passed into the hands of 
Hillier’s daughter, Joan and her 
son Adrian. The greedy pair 
quickly plundered his bank 
account and pension fund, paying 


| him a laughable salary of $15 per week, Bawden 
| was even kicked out of the family farmhouse 


after being promised a new home in a luxury 
caravan. “It turned out to be nothing more than 
a rusty old banger with a big pit of pig slurry 
right outside,” said the angry pensioner, The 
miserly pair got their comeuppance last year 
when a judge ordered them to pay Bawden 
$120,000.

Boyne was dismissed for 
lifting the forbidden food from a consignment 
of waste fruit and veg in a 
warehouse. “I can’t believe I've 
been treated this way, especially 
as the grape was out of date,” 
said Boyne, 43, from South-east 
London. A spokesman for Marks &

What if I get there and there’s no snow? Can I 
get my money back or insure against this? 

You can’t insure against it but some resorts 
offer “no snow” guarantees —- which means that 
if poor snow cover substantially limits the area 
where you can ski or board, you'll get a portion 
of your lift ticket or even your accommodation 
refunded. That said, snow-making and snow- 
moving techniques are so advanced that this 
doesn’t happen often. 

How do I get from the airport to my hotel if I 
fly in?

Yes. In New Zealand, there’s 
plenty to do in town, 
especially if you're staying in 
Queenstown (with bungee 
jumping, whitewater rafting, 
and golf, to name just a 

few). In Oz, Thredbo and Mt 
Buller have great non-snow 
facilities like indoor pools, 
gyms, climbing walls, and even 
movies; and resorts like Falls Creek and 
Mt Hotham offer adventures such as 
snowshoeing, horse riding, and skidoo 
trips. All resorts offer shopping (for snow gear), 
cafés, restaurants, and pubs. 


GEAR 

Should I hire my equipment before I leave? 
Carting your skis or boards in the cabin of your 
car is not only dangerous but illegal; whereas 
hiring your skis or snowboard on the mountain 
ensures that if something doesn’t work or is 
uncomfortable you can take it back and swap it. 
It will cost between $50 and $90 for boots, 
skis, and poles for a weekend, depending on the 
quality of gear you're after. 

How do I know what sort of skis I want? 

Most hire places offer the new sidecut skis. If 
they give you skis that are fat at the tips and 
quite a bit narrower at the waist (under the 
binding) you're in for a good time. If your ski 
looks like a fence paling on a diet, ask them for 
a sidecut ski or go to another shop. 

What kind of clothing should I wear so I don’t 
freeze my nuts off? 

Layering is the key. Steer clear of cotton - wet 
cotton is a fast way of getting seriously cold,

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Should I ski in a blizzard? 

If you stay on the marked runs and ski ina 
group, you should be fine in most snow 
conditions. If you're having problems seeing, 
hire or buy a pair of orange-tinted goggles and 
ski beside or under a lift line so you don’t 
become disoriented. If the conditions become 
too dangerous, the lift company will close the 
lifts, but beware, cold and disorientation are 
dangers that only you can really control. 

If I’m going to crash, what should I slam into? 
The ground. Fall over now, before you're in 
danger of wrapping yourself around a tree, a Lift 
tower or another person. 

If I'm first on the scene, what's a quick tip fora 
broken leg? 

Call the ski patrol or a good skier going past 
and ask them to notify a person working on the 
lifts.

ruel parents who want their offspring to 
endure a lifetime of misery have many 
at their disposal. A Victorian- style 
regime of beatings, solitary confinement 
ina dark cellar, and ceaseless mockery 
usually does the trick: as does the opposite tack of 
mollycoddling them to the point that they are 
mercilessly teased at school for being a sissy and 
row up unprepared for the myriad horrors of 
adult life.

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me has had as rough a time as Gary Coleman, the 
chubby-faced imp who, at the age of nine, was 
catapulted into the public eye when he won the 
part of Arnold, the loveable adopted boy-child in 
US sitcom Diff rent Strokes. 

The show ran from 1978 to 1986 and, by the 
time it was canned, Coleman was on $US100,000 
an episode and had amassed a fortune of $US18 
million. But with puberty, it all went horribly 
wrong: he didn’t see a cent of his money and had 
to sue his managers, who included his adoptive 
parents, to get at his assets. Work almost com- 
pletely dried up —the only offers he got were 
guest appearances as Amnold on other shows. By 
the early *90s, he was reduced to working as a 
$US7-an-hour security guard. He was out shop- 
ping fora bulletproof vest for this job when a fan, 
r5-stone bus driver Tracey Fields, asked him for 
an autograph. He signed, but she wasn't satisfied 
and asked him to write more. A scuffle ensued, 
during which Coleman allegedly punched Fields 
in the eye. He got asuspended sentence and was 
ordered to attend anger management classes, but 
Fields is suing him for $US1 million, claiming 
he’d caused her physical harm and mental 
trauma. Then, in August last year, he filed for 
bankruptcy. But this still wasn’t the final chapter 
of the story. His latest move has been to get 
involved in a web-a-thon, called “Save Me”, auc- 
tioning his possessions, including a spatula 
(which went for $US41) and his yellow pin- 
striped pimp suit ($US325). The site 


(http://www-.ugo.com/welovegary/) veers 
between homage and mockery, and includes 
interviews, sex advice, and footage of his humili- 
ating audition for a part in the US Teletubbies, in 
which he has to affix a large comb to the back of 
his scalp to enable the casting director to “visu- 
alise you better in the role”. . 

Born in December 1968, Coleman grew up 1n 
Zion, Wlinois —the only adopted child of a nurse 
and a factory worker. When he was six, his 
cousin started modelling in the seasonal 
fashion show at the local mall. Gary asked if he 
could do it too and got the gig. The mall man- 
ager thought he was, “... the most entertaining 
kid he’d ever worked with, and he gave my 
parents the card of a talent agency in Chicago.” 
This led to roles in local TV commercials, but 
while Gary and his mum spent a lot of time 
with casting agents, they spent far more in 
doctors’ offices, At five, Gary had been 
diagnosed with the kidney disease glomerial 
nephritis, which has stunted his growth, At ro, 
he had his first kidney transplant, which lasted 
11 years. He tried another kidney in 1989, but 
that only lasted 10 months, and since then he’s 
had to rely on dialysis to stay alive. He used to 
have a home system, but constant use and 
repeated infections means he now has to go to 
hospital three times a week. 

According to Gary, the illness has made him 
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a medical expert on his own body: “This one I 
wish I could just throw away and get another.” 
It also made him the butt of many a playground 


| joke about his lack of height. “When I got to 


fourth grade I pretty much stayed the same 


| height until I was 16, when I finally got to four 
| foot eight.” Long before that time, he had 
| become one of the most recognised faces in the 


| country. The little kid had gone down a bundle 


in the Chicago advertising world, and someone 
had mentioned him to a big shot sitcom pro- 
ducer who called him down to LA for an audi- 
tion. He was cast in a new sitcom, about two 
wisecracking Harlem brothers who get adopted 
by a wealthy white man. 

Diff’rent Strokes premiered at 8.30pm ona 
Thursday in 1978, and became an instant hit. It 
sat comfortably at number one for the next six 
years. Number one, that is, with everyone 
except Coleman, who hated being in the studio, 
“I never got into the Hollywood scene,” he says,

THE AIDS PATIENT 


Thirty-five-year-old Kim Cooper on prejudice, contracting “leukaemia” and contemplating “the end” 


How are you feeling today? 
Fine. I get bad days but I’m feeling pretty 
good today. Fatigue is the worst problem. 
What kind of symptoms do you have? 
Night sweats, a dry cough like a smoker's, 
swollen glands, and I’m more susceptible to 
coughs and flu. Some people get skin lesions 
and rashes, but that doesn’t affect me. 
There's a point called the “Siroconversion” 
that most people reach about six months 
after contracting HIV. This is when the virus 
becomes active in your body. You know 
you've reached it because of the fatigue. You 
feel exhausted just walking up stairs. 
What about treatment? 
I've chosen not to have any. It’s a personal 
choice. I eat healthily and I take vitamins. 
The triple therapy they use now is based on 
a combination of drugs, because the virus 
can get around just one drug. This way it 
hits the virus from different angles. The 
therapy has bad side effects though - nau- 
sea, diarrhoea, dementia, I don’t want that. 
Do you know how long you've got to live? 
Nobody ever really knows how long they 
have. I was diagnosed HIV-positive seven 
years ago and the doctors gave me 10 years, 
max. Now we talk about living with Aids, 
not dying from it. People are living longer. 
There are five stages of HIV spread out over 
a long time scale. I’m at stage four. That 
means I’m classed as disabled by the virus 
and it’s at the point whereby it’s develop- 
ing into full-blown Aids. The people at the 
centre at stage five are not in 
good shape. They have motor 
difficulties with walking, 
tumours, and cancers devel- 
oping as the immune system 
breaks down. 
How were you diagnosed? 
At a drug rehab centre com- 
ing off heroin. I'd left rehab 
and gone away on holiday, 
and when I got back to 
Sydney, I found out they'd 
been ringing around trying to 
get hold of me. I knew 
instinctively it wasn’t to see 
how I was. 
How did you feel? 
It came as a blow. I'd always been a pretty 
out-going person, going out to parties, 
embracing life. I remember thinking about 
how it’s illegal to have a relationship with 
someone and not tell them you are HIV pos- 
itive, and how nobody would want to be with 
me again. It was a pretty lonely feeling. 
Do you know how you got the virus? 
Yes. I had been on remand and came out of 
prison for a few months. I was staying with

a friend who had stage five Aids and I 
remember one night he had a fix ready for 
me when I woke up. I took the needle with- 
out thinking. It was only afterwards I won- 
dered if it was clean. Soon afterwards I was 
tested again and I was positive. I’m 90 per cent 
certain I contracted HIV from that needle. 
Did you want to kill him? 
No. He's dead now anyway. I just felt angry at 
myself for not being meticulous enough in my 
drug use. I'd slept with guys, but never had 
penetrative anal sex and I’d been using hero- 
in on and off for 15 years without any prob- 
lem. I guess I just never thought I’d get it. 
How do people react when you tell them? 
I told some close friends in Sydney, but not 
my family at first. Port Macquarie (mid-north 
coast New South Wales), where I’m from, is a 
small country town and I was afraid of how 
people would react. After a friend of mine had 
told my father against my wishes, I went back 
for a holiday. I remember being out at the 
local pub and, after I finished my beer, the 
barman smashed the glass and threw it in the 
bin. He said the locals didn’t want to drink 
from it after I'd used it. Even today my father 
tells people I have leukaemia. He says he’s 
embarrassed to admit his son is HIV-positive. 
And how do you feel? Have you ever con- 
sidered ending it all? 
Sure, you get sick and tired of being sick and 
tired. I always used to say that if I got to 
stage five then I'd take my own life. I have 
three friends who have killed themselves. 
They just thought, “Fuck it. I’m 
over this.” And I understand that. 
Suicidal thoughts are common. I 
felt my illness more when I was 
alone. But then I met my partner, 
Lynne, and now, even if I got real- 
ly sick, I’d still want to fight it. 
Lynne provides such immense 
emotional and psychological sup- 
port that I've never felt like giv- 
ing up since I met her. 
How did you get together? 
We met at a community soup 
kitchen. I was pretty low at that 
point, as I'd been celibate for six 
years and was pretty pissed off with it. I’ve 
had relationships with men but primarily I'm 
heterosexual and, in my experience, there 
was very little support for positive hetero- 
sexuals - so much was gay-oriented, When 
I met Lynne I told her I was positive, I could- 
n't believe it when she said she didn't care, 
We've been together six months now, 
And how’s your sex life now? 
Great. I felt very uncomfortable when she 
first suggested sex without a condom and, 
after having sex, I felt really bad. But she 


justified it in the fact that she had bee n 
diagnosed with bowel cancer already, g}, 
tests once a month now and, so far, it ha 
always been negative. 
So you've got emotional support, but 
what do you do for money? 
I get a disability pension of $440 a fortni 
What with rent and a special treat of a hj 
once a month, it’s hard to get by. I couldn, 
manage if it wasn’t for organisations like the 
Bobby Goldsmith Foundation, People Liy; 
with HIV/Aids, and The Larder in Surry Hills 
where I go for basic foodstuffs. When my 
insurance company found out I was positive 
they encouraged me to cash the policy in, 
but the money didn’t go far. 
What else pisses you off about Aids? 
I get tired of people always asking me how 
I feel, and asking me when I'm going to die. — 
I feel like they expect me to look grey and 
gaunt all the time. I get angry about other 
people’s paranoia about sharing a glass in 
a bar or shaking hands, but I guess that will 
never die. Even in Sydney where the level 
of public ignorance is generally lower, pea- 
ple still put you in a category and treat you 
differently. And as for people who sayI 
deserve all I get, well, if I’m to be judged 
when I've not hurt anyone... I've just done 
some cheeky things with my life. 
Any regrets? 
If I had my time over then I'd never have 
touched heroin and I'd like to have waited 
until I was older before having sex, butI 
don't regret experimenting. I've known what 
I was doing all along. 
What message would you give to some- 
one recently diagnosed positive? 
Actually this happened to me recently. Iwas 
at a drop-in centre when a girl came in cry> 
ing her eyes out. She had just been diag- 
nosed positive and wanted to end her life 
there and then. Everyone has that period of 
depression when they're first diagnosed, but 
I told her it was important to get past that. 
HIV is not the Grim Reaper. It’s not the end. 
Do you think about the end? 
You do think more about the things you 
want to do with your life. It's like theresa 
ticking clock, I have a son from my first 
marriage and I really want to get to know 
him while I'm still healthy - he’s only eight 
right now. How you will handle your own 
death is the first thing everyone thinks 
about when they're diagnosed with HIV. 
Personally, I've come to accept it. I'mat | 
peace with it. And, when it’s my time, life @ 
will go on for everyone close to me. Once 2 
you're gone, you're gone. FHM

Apart from the top models, what does the 
event have to interest Australian blokes? 


The majority of clothes are women’s but 
there's an increasing number of 
designers who are doing menswear. 
We're going to have about 15 this year, 
including Morrissey, Wayne Cooper, Roy, 
Saba, and new designers like Fox 14 and 
M-One-11. For men, it’s an Opportunity 
to see what the new trends are for 
spring and summer. 

Do those designers’ collections really 
affect what the average man wears? 

I think so. Obviously, these designers 
are at the directional end of the fashion 
industry: You often find that trends 
filter down into mainstream fashion 


over a period of six-to-12 months. A classic 
example is last season, when three-quarter-length 
pants came in and everyone went, “Yeah, right!”, 
but now you see them everywhere in streetwear. 
Describe a typical day during Fashion Week... 
It usually starts at six in the morning and ends at 
one or two the next morning. That's seven days 
straight. Last year, I attended something like 57 
events - collections, media events, sponsor, and 
designer events - during the week. This 
year there’s about 80 events. I don’t 
know if it’s possible to go to all of them. 
Any drawbacks to being surrounded by 
beautiful women for a week? 
I have to sacrifice everything else. That 
means sleep, friends, my wife, and my 
children. They all run second during 
that week. 
How do you unwind from the week? 
At the end of June, I take some time off 
and work as a ski instructor. I move 
myself and my family to Mount Buller 
(Victoria) and run the company from 
there, while I work on the slopes.

The best way to control your dry skin is to wash 
with any good-quality “soap substitutes”, which 
have a neutral pH and are available in either 
pump pack or cleansing bar. There are many 
different brands available in the chemist or 
supermarket. They tend to be more expensive 
than soap but are worth the cost. If you are 
particularly fussed, you can still use soap for the 
“essential bits”. When you have showered, apply 
a moisturiser, like Sorbolene, to damp skin — 
preferably from a tub rather than a pump pack. 
This will improve the texture. If you are very 
scaly then sometimes a cream containing urea, 
or lactic acid, is better. These are available from 
any chemist.

It has been said that 

if shitting is the King 

of bodily functions, and 
menstruation the Queen, then farting 
would have to be the Joker. Men 
produce an average of 13.63 farts a 
day, where-as women get away with 
only 3.28. Fart frequency can vary 
greatly, and shouldn't be described as 
excessive unless you are “talking 
German” — more than 20 times a 
day. Despite this, up to 70 farts in a 
four-hour period have been recorded 
from a “normal” individual, Farts are 
usually unacceptable in mixed 
company, and blaming others for farts 
is the most common lie in society. All 
men love the smell of their own farts, 
and 21 per cent actually admit to 
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Bennett let off 
some steam 


farting into their hand and smelling 
it. Farts consist mainly of the 
odourless gases nitrogen, oxygen, 
carbon dioxide, hydrogen, and 
methane — the majority of which are 
produced by bacterial action rather 
than swallowed air. Odour problems 
are produced by the gas hydrogen 
sulfide and the compounds indole and 
skatole produced by bacterial 
fermentation of relatively-indigestible 
food in the large bowel. Odour 
intensity is related to the 

dilution of these latter 
ingredients, the types of 
food you eat, and the 
amount of time faeces 
stay in the colon. A diet 
high in carbohydrate and 
fibre produces larger volume 
stools and more farts but, 
because of the rapid transit of 
food through the bowel and the 
volume dilution effect, farts tend to 
have less of an odour problem. 
Another advantage of a vegetarian- 
type diet is that vegetarians have 
quieter, slider-type farts due to more 
relaxed anal sphincters in contrast 
with the big meat eaters’ tight-arsed, 
barking, staccato-type farts, In 
summary, increase the fibre in your 
diet to reduce bowel transit time and 
bacterial fermentation. Examine the 
types of food you're eating and try 
eliminating potential culprits one at 
a time (especially too much dried 
fruit), Finally, blame others, not 
your back, (AM) 


HEALTH NEW 
Nothing to ananze at 
Blowing your nose 
can increase your 
risk of sinus 
infection. Doctors 
in Denmark and the 
US squirted dense 
liquid dye up adult 
noses to observe 
the effects of nose 
blowing, coughing, 
and sneezing. CT 
scans showed nose- 
blowers blasted a 
significant amount 
of dye up into their 
sinuses rather than 
out of their nostrils 
- coughing and 
sneezing showed 
no such backwash. 
A pressure- 
sensitive probe 
inserted up the 
volunteers’ noses 
found a nose blow 
unleashed a force 
of 1.3 pounds per 
square inch — 10 
times the pressure 
of a cough or 
sneeze. This 
pressure can force 
inflammatory 
secretions into the 
sinuses — even as 
far as the ears.

s the new millennium dawned, 39- 
year-old Diego Maradona, a full 
four stones heavier than during his 
playing days, lay in the intensive 
care ward of a hospital in Uruguay, 
plugged into a series of life support 
machines. Though his father-in-law 
claimed he was merely suffering 
from high blood pressure —“he was overeating 
on holiday. He had lots of pork and drink” — the 
sad truth is that 16 years of cocaine addiction had 
damaged his heart to the point where he 
could drop dead at any moment. Leaked 
medical reports state that substantial 
traces of cocaine were found in his blood, 
and that, if he takes cocaine even just once 
more, it will probably kill him. 

If the hospital had got hold of a 1990 
video starring Italian hardcore porn 
actress and MP La Cicciolina, and 
slipped it into the VCR above the 
Argentine’s bed, that would probably 
have finished him off too. In it, the 
blonde starlet’s mission is to ensure that 
Italy's main rivals in the upcoming 
World Cup are rendered too exhausted to 
be competitive on the paddock. So we see 
a bunch of football star look-alikes given 
a solid rooting. All, that is, apart from a 
podgy, sweating Diego Maradona — too 
proud to join in — who instead brings himself off 
to a loud climax. The video may not have been 
Oscar-winning material, but the image of a 
bloated, arrogant has-been, pleasing himself 
with no regard for the welfare of others, is 
actually an accurate summation of the player's 
eventual decline. 

Incredibly, it was just a few years before that 
the five-foot-four-inch pocket battleship was 
nominated as the greatest footballer ever, He 
had put in some spectacular performances as 
part of Argentina’s 1986 World Cup-winning 
team and was the toast of Southern Italy, where 
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-adlona, one-time God of world soccer, is now abloated, cocaine-addied

he played his club football for Napoli. Great 
sportsmen such as Ben Johnson and Mike 
Tyson are often cited as men who fell from 
grace, who wasted their talents, but compared 
with Diego Maradona and his world of drugs, 
drink, prostitutes, Mafia, and madness, not to 
mention the squandering of several fortunes, 
their lives have been virtually problem-free. 
Maradona grew up in the most impoverished 
suburb of Buenos Aires, an area so rough that the 
police saw no point in building a station. He was

given a soccer ball by an uncle when he was just 
three years old, and the ball and his foot soon 
became inseparable — his juggling and shooting 
skills were instantly noted by family and friends. 
Even though he hadn’t been walking for more 
than a couple of years —just before receiving the 
ball he’d tottered and fallen into the family cesspit 
and nearly drowned in their shit — the gift was 
clearly there, and the family realised he could be 
their ticket out of the squalor. Aged eight, he 
signed up to the youth wing of Argentinos 
Juniors, then a first-division side in his nation's 
national league. On arrival, however, their youth 


trainer noted that the kid was exceptionally small, 
almost dwarf-like. It was at this point that 
Maradona first became aware of the power of 
drugs. He was sent to Cacho Paladino, a man who 
claimed to be a doctor, and who specialised in 
building up the bodies of boxers using injections 
of vitamins and drugs. The trainer told the doc: 
“You fix him. This boy’s going to grow up to bea 
star.” The little fellow quickly beefed up, at a long- 
term cost to his health that’s incalculable. 
Throughout his professional career, Maradona 
was especially prone to injuries, far 
more so than other players, and it’s 
clear that this was exacerbated by the 
attempt to force growing limbs to 
develop faster in those early years. He 
also came to rely on drug injections to 
soothe pain: the insides of his knees 
regularly had to be scraped to get rid of 
the residue from hundreds of injections 
of the pain-killer cortisone. 

Argentinos Juniors, like the boy’s 
family, were only too aware of whata 
commodity they had, and when bigger 
clubs came sniffing around, they were 
told he wasn’t for sale. To keep him 
sweet, on his 15th birthday, the club 
bought an apartment for the Maradona 
family. Papa gave up his job crushin g 
animal bones at the bonemeal factory, 

and dedicated himself to ensuring that his meal 
ticket was looked after, 

In this he was helped by their next-door 
neighbours in the block. One of these neighbours, 
Coco Villafane, a taxi driver, sensing the money- 
earning potential of the squat teenager, made sure 
that his daughter Claudia was thrown together 
with him whenever possible. It worked: they later 
married and have two daughters. The entourage 
around Maradona grew further: he appointed 
Jorge Cyterszpiler, just two years his senior, to 
manage his financial affairs. Jorge's 22-year-old 
brother, a promising footballer, had died five years > 
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previously, having been kicked with extreme 
force in the testicles. Jorge studied economics at 
the University of Buenos Aires, and would be at 
Diego’s side for the next 10 years. 

Having become the youngest player to turn 
out for a premier league side anywhere in the 
world— xo days shy of his 16th birthday — 
Maradona soon became the youngest ever 
international and the Argentine media went into 
overdrive. In 1978, Argentina was hosting the 
World Cup finals. Amnesty International had 
urged a boycott of the tournament on account of 
the appalling human rights 
record under the military junta 
that ruled the country. And 17- 
year-old Maradona wasn’t 
picked for the squad, because, 
according to manager Cesar 
Luis Menotti, he wasn’t 
emotionally mature enough to 
deal with the possibility of losing. When told the 
news, the youngster threw a huge tantrum and 
threatened to quit the game. After the 
tournament, though, with his game stil] 
improving, Menotti could no longer ignore 
Maradona, and in 1982, after the collapse of the 
military regime following the Falklands War, 
Maradona signed to Barcelona in a $US70,000 
per month, plus bonuses, deal. He also picked up 
sponsorship deals with Puma, McDonald’s, and 
Coca-Cola. 

The pressure was now on. Diego was now ina 
city where football success meant everything, and 
where games against Real Madrid, historically

supported by followers of fascist dictator Franco, 
constituted little short of war. Shortly before he 
left Argentina, there’d been a number of stories in 
newspapers linking Maradona with various 
women. Maradona was becoming paranoid about 
the press, and it didn’t help when Brazilian star 
Pelé announced that, “My main doubt is whether 
he has the sufficient greatness as a person to 
justify being honoured by a worldwide audience.” 
Having spent a fortune on him, Barcelona 
demanded quick results. The fans were 
expectant, certain their new saviour would 


deliver great things. Instead, there followed a 
succession of injuries, which Maradona refused 
to have treated by the Spanish club's doctors. 
Instead he brought in an old friend, a Dr Oliva, 
who relied on cortisone injections and stirring 
up the little man’s emotions. Maradona had 
instantly rubbed his bosses up the wrong way, 
and a pattern had emerged. Like many 
precocious sportsmen, he needed to be 
surrounded by “yes-men”, He also wasn't too 
keen on the day-to-day drudgery of training, 
believing himself to be above such chores, His 
weight ballooned, and the Spanish press had a 
field day. Rumours of orgies with prostitutes

abounded, a lay-off with viral hepatitis was 
interpreted as a dose of the clap, and there were 
whisperings of drug abuse. Maradona denied it 
all, even though this was the time when he 
became a frequent coke user—he even had the 
audacity to make an anti-drugs ad for local TV. 
The biggest threat to his career at this stage 
was a crunching, studs-up foul by Atletico 
Bilbao defender Goikoetscea, henceforth 
nicknamed the Butcher Of Bilbao. It put 
Maradona out of action for three months, and 
he never fully recovered, requiring a left boot 
several sizes larger than the right for the rest of 
his career. Without football he was a bomb 
with a short fuse, and during his time off he 
veered from coke hysteria to deep depression. 
When he returned to the game, he suffered 
terrible back aches, which resulted in more 
cortisone. He was also in financial trouble due 
to his extravagant spending and lack of 
sponsorship money —a result of his frequent 
injuries and the constant press scandals. What 
he needed was a hefty signing-on fee to another 
club, and the best way to get that was to find an 
out of his Barcelona contract. 

And so, tn a newspaper interview Maradona 
described the proud Catalan people who paid 
his wages as “sons of bitches”. Then came the 
final straw, in a game against Atletico Bilbao. 
Beforehand, Maradona goaded the opposition 
manager, Senor Clemente, saying: “He hasn’t got 
the balls to look me in the eye and call me 
stupid.” Clemente responded: “Maradona is both 
stupid and castrated.

hen I was five years old my parents 

gave me the best birthday present 

in the world: a brand new Batman 

suit. After donning the body suit, I 

knew that this was not a replica, 

but an authentic superhero’s suit, 
and I was amazed that my parents had found it 
at Target. 

I climbed onto the garage roof on the morn- 

ing of June 14, 1976, and took off. It was, by all 
accounts, a textbook launch: my back was 
straight; my arms were positioned in front of 
me; and my body was horizontal; and it was in 
this position that I landed on our gravel drive- 
way precisely two seconds later. The moment is 
forever frozen in time by my Mickey Mouse 
watch, whose hands haven't moved since. 
With a steady and silent stream of tears run- 
ning down my chin, stil] in the flying position, | 
lifted my head and focused on the pool of dribble 
running down my front. Gravel was stuck to the 
bat logo on the front of my suit. It was then that 
J remembered: Batman couldn't fly. 

This rather disastrous attempt left me afraid 
of heights and deeply suspicious of superheroes. 
But underneath that deeply imprinted fear, my 
curiosity and desire to fly remained intact right 
up until J found myself preparing for my second 
launch attempt, more than ro years later. 

This time the suit was much larger and more 
appropriate. And this time, with the assistance of 
a seven-day hang-gliding course in Byron Bay, 
NSW, | hoped to better my time aloft. 

My first contact with my new wings revealed 
how minimalistic the contraptions act ually are. 
Weighing only about 20 kilograms, the kites con 
sist of aircraft aluminum tubes strung together 
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His dirty work

with sailcloth and thin, high-tensile cables; and 
it’s this — along with a harness that looks like a 
butcher's apron crossed with a rock-climbing har- 
ness — that gets you off the ground. 

Mistakes in aviation are notoriously serious. 
Learning to fly, we were solemnly informed, was 
best undertaken with a gradual and cautious 
approach. Soa grassy hill became our first train- 
ing ground. Initial progress was infuriatingly slow. 
Something that looked simple for our instructor 
Lee, proved difficult in the hands of innocents. 
Eyes up, wings level, face the wind, walk-to-run, 
drag the glider, relax and change grip, let the glider 
lift you, don’t jump on. 

I repeated the same embarrassing mistakes 
time and time again. At first there were just too 
many things to do at once — at the ultimate 
moment I stubbornly kept leaping onto the glider, 
earning myself a mouthful of dirt each time. Then, 
slowly, conscious decisions became a bit more 
second nature, as J began to develop a “feel”, At 
the end of day two, my premature-leaping prob 
lem conquered, Lee told us we were ready for the 
next stage — towing. 

With the aid of a specially designed winch and 
about 400 metres of cable, Lee was able to launch 
us up to 200 metres Into the sky. When the winch 
was stopped, the cable automatically released, 
freeing me to glide back to earth. Or at least that's 
the theory, In reality, the winch drags you force 
fully along the air strip and roughly into the air,

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Then the ground drops away at an alarming rate. 
There was little time to think before, without 
warning, the winch stopped, the cable released 
and I really wished I was somewhere else. My 
glider quite literally plummeted to earth ina 
heart-stopping stall. 

The Superman suit] was wearing underneath 
my clothes offered little moral support during the 
two seconds of complete and total terror that 
existed before the glider gained the necessary alr 
speed to fly again. No matter how many times we 
used that winch, I never got used to that terrible 
little journey of fear and doubt. For me, towing 
was the single most frightening aspect of the 
entire course. For others, it was take-offs or land- 
ings. Life is like that, fear isa very personal thing. 
Personal, but not unfounded: hang-gliding, on 
average, kills one pilot per year in Australia, 
and many more are injured. 

By day five, everyone in my group 
felt ready for their first solo flight, 
but after drawing the short straw to 
see who would go first, J felt the 
familiar sensation of fear rise again, 
making set-up procedures neryous and 
hyperactive. I suffered the predictable 

tight stomach, dry mouth, racing 
heart, and constant need to piss.

advised Lee. Simple, solid advice. I was, 
quite frankly, shitting myself. 

With only a mental run-through of 
the perfect take-off procedure one last 
time I was off—running and concentrat- 
ing so hard that I momentarily failed to 
realise that the earth had dropped 
beneath my feet as] floated out above the beach. 

Passing through a little turbulence made the 
glider drop a few scary metres, and me yelp likea 
terrified pup. Everyone on the ground laughed at 
the world’s un-funniest joke as I made a concen- 
trated mental effort to return my sphincter to its 
appropriate tension. 

After completing a cautious turn, my confi- 
dence returned and I began to fly ina more relaxed 
manner. Piloting the glider had, inexplicably, 
become instinctive. I noticed for the first time the 
gentle curvature ofthe earth. I was flying! ’'dnever 
felt such a miraculous sensation. Lying prone in 
the glider, my field of view was only interrupted 
by my hands on the bar. The kite was very respon- 
sive and turned smoothly as! gently shifted weight.

Then the wind direction changedand! decided 
it was time to land. Although [had enough height 
to reach the beach, I knew that I didn't have 
enough height to reach the car park and would 
have to carry my glider up the beach. 

I pulled the cord tied to the zipper which 
releases my landing gear—my legs— and an awful 
what-am-I-going-to-do-now feeling rushed through 
me. The knot on the zipper had come undone, leav- 
ingme firmly zipped into the harness, losing height, 
and holding only a piece of string. Attempting a 
sequence of frantic manoeuvres | desperately 
groped for the offending zipper. Much to every- 
one’s amazement, I was able to extract my legs in 
the nick of time and land safely on the beach. 

With the car park just a speck in the distance, 
Ishouldered my kite and began the long trek home; 
realising that as | had looked down, I had remem- 
bered what it was that had driven me out onto the 
garage roof all those years ago. | had known then 
what I had just relearned now: failing to actively 
chase your dreams is a crime. Not as bad a crime 
as blowing up a busload of nuns, obviously, or
